It is morally rertam that Australia and 


New Zealand those rabbit ridden coun 
tnes will be quick to adopt the 'drive' 
i le i and probably the farmers of those 
distant islands will find the method more 
tffecti\e in the matter of allaying the 
i abbit nuisance than all the theories of 
inoculation 


A reporter met a gentleman recently 


w ho had been large y identified with 
pastoral interests both in Australia and 
Aew Ztaland, and from him some Inter- 
esting facts were ascertained in connec- 
tion with the efforts of antipodean agri- 
culturist*, to combat the plague of the 
long eared pests 


The drive idea," said the gentleman,

VETERAN BOGARDUS WRITES ABOUT 


SECRETS OF THE TRADE. 


Why the Amateur* Are Doing So Well. 


Results of Carelessness—The Photog- 
rapher's Patrous—Good Advice—Produc- 
tion of Colon. 


It required work, money and time, and 
peat quantities of it, to bring photog- 
raphy up to its present standard, It re 
quired the combined intellect of the beat 
chemists and the beet manipulators, it 
required the finest mechanism to construct 
the necessary apparatus, and it required 
great care, taste, skill, judgment and ex- 
perience to make a good picture 


One man will excel In lighting and pos- 


ing, and perhaps is not successful with 
the chemical part, another Is good with 
the chemicals, but cannot pose or light 
the sitter, another is perfect with the 
mechanical part, and cannot pose to sat- 
isfaction or use the chemicals to produce 
good work, few men combine all 
The 


sitter sees nor knows but very little of all 
this 
He thinks if he looks his best and 


gives up his most agreeable expression 
that is all there is to be done 
If he 


would go with me into the dark room and 
see the care necessary to develop the neg 
ative in the dark, to bring the whites so 
they will print black, and the blacks so 
as to print white, and yet leave all the 
half tunes, he would soon be enlightened 
that the ' smile of the sitter" was but a 
very small part of the operation 


Ohl but, you say, see how well ama 


teurs are doing 
Granted 
But, remem- 


ber all the work of the operation has been 
simplified. It was not so simple to men 
who worked with hand and brain to 
simplify it 
Again, the amateur does not 


have to prepare his chemical plate, it can 
be bought already coated 
The careless 


amateur will often expose the some plate 
twice 
A gentleman usually successful, 


exposed his plate on an organ grinder and 
his monkey 
The next day, forgetting 


which plate had been exposed, lie focused 
on a beautiful country seat 
When the 


plate was developed house, man and 
monkey were somewhat mixed, the head 
of the organ grinder coming out of the 
chimney and the monkey peiched on the 
hoad of the "lady of the house," who had 
so carefully struck an attitude on the 
piazza 
More plates spoiled by careless 


working than by bad chemicals, has

A photographer sees many little his- 


tories 
A young gentleman has some 


pictures 
Soon after a bashful young 


lady calls, and showing one of his pictures 
wishes hers taken the same size and 
style 
We understand the situation 


Before long the now bride is taken in her 
bridal dress 
Next the baby in its long 


dress, then in its short dress 
In the

been called "justice without mercy, but 
by retouching the sitter can be made to 
look much younger than is real Retouch 
ing the negative is done in a dork room, 
with a small opening in a frame that cov 
ers the window The negative is placed 
over this small opening, and the work 
man, by the use of pencil and brush, re 
moves all the roughness of the skin, "and 
can remove all frowns and lines

the prints are beautified and sometimes 
improved 
But in rmtBy instances the re 


toucher does too much, by taking out all 
the character of the face People wishing 
a true lUeness never wish this done 
Others do It depends very much on the

likeness without showing any wrinkles'" 
The answer always is, 'Yes, but where 
will the likeness be?" Many, many com 
plaints I have had of the picture looking 
too old, and but very few instances of its 
being pronounced too j ouug I remember 
several instances where the parties ex 
acted a promise to bieak the plate after 
one impression had been printed 
They 


wanted one for self, but none for friends 
under any circumstances

NEW YORK, Feb. 21.—Curious people 


have been seeking tn enter th(> factory of 
the Elec.ri- Sugar Company in Brooklyn 
for months, but arnn-J men have stood 
guard night aad day, and ao one is allowed 
to enter. The factory is a most -emark- 
able structure. It is a five-story brick 
building, originally intended as a ware- 
house, and was rented by the Electric 
Sugar Company at the earnest request ol 
Prof. Fround. 
The three lower floors 


\rero open to the directors and stock- 
holders of the company, but the two 
upper floors were guarded with a vigilance 
that was simply extraordinary. Not even 
the pre sident of the company could visit 
them, and until exposure came no one waa 
supposed to have passed the first of the 
big doors eicept Prof. Freund, his wife 
and Hr. Howard. The first floor is now 
filled with the original boxes in which 
Freund's sugar was shipped into the facto- 
ry, and hundreds of bags of raw sugar 
which he was hupposed tn have electrified 
into finest reality of refined sugar, but 
which he simply hid away, are piled up 
here. 
The second floor of the factory 


containedJhe paper-room, where the blue 
paper which was tn line the barrels when 
filled with sugar was kept. 


The third floor ended the territory 


which the company v, as allowed to visit. 
Here it was thnt all the "demonstrations" 
were made. Above the third floor was an 
impenetrable mystery to tho company. 
"When the augar \vns pouring through, the 
awe-stricken stockholders would hear 
rumbles, and noises on the -floors above, 
but they were only told that this was 
made by the secret machinery. From 
the third floor to the fifth one passes 
through door alter door of iron and oak 
studded with thitk nails, and strong 
enough 
to resist nn invading army. 


There is a door at the foot of the stair- 
way leading from the third to the fourth 
floor, and beiide it a boll which the di- 
rectors of the companv had to pull when 
they wanted to see Freund or Howard. 
At the end ot the stair- was a massive 
door, after which, when passed, there was 
still a third door, which was e\ en stronger 
than the other two. 
After pi-sin^ through 


these doors the first of tho secret rooms 
Is reached. 


One whole side is filled with seven so- 


called 
grauulator^. 
They aro simply 


enormous sieves, mie atiove the other, 
three in each tiei. Much shafting and 
machinery is visible on this floor and all 
of the very hi^hc^t qualitv. But it was 
the fifth and top flour thit Frcunrtused as 
his holiest of holies. Tin- floor is divided 
into three compartments. Quo was used 
for Freund's private onic*1, and the third 
was the secret room. Freimd's office was 
elegantly fitted up. The .secret foom it- 
self is a curiosity. It look the company 
three weeks to break into the room after 
the exposure, and then they .selected the 
weakest spot r.nd c mfe dowa from abow. 
There were two iloor< to tins room, euch 
abjnt two feet thi-k, l»i'd on the outside 
with two thicknesses of sheet iron, spe- 
cially hammered and pr< pared for Freund. 
Inside thib come frre it blocks of gnarled 
oak laid so that tho gram of no two 
blocks rim in the same direction. Then 
came transi erse bars of n on, then more 
wood and then anolhev thick sheet of 
iron. Next to this icon was more oak, 
then on the inside iron sheetings. The 
whole m.isi was bound together by bolts 
as thick as oue's wrist and the front of 
the door was all studded with nails which 
looked like spikes. 


Along the sides of the secret room were 


long tables covered with zitu-. The tables 
were used to break the sui;ar on. In tha 
center ot the room wis a large quartz 
crusher. The suijar was thrown into this 
and crushed. 
It passed through to tha 


floor below, whore it was sifted in the 
granulators and dropped into the tubes, 
whence it rushed to the stockholders 
whenever there was a demonstration. 
The raw sugar was never used at all. 
Freimd evidently intended to get rid of it 
by washing it through pipes into the riv- 
er, ]ust as he had done at his home months 
before. It was proudly pointed out to un- 
believers that when Freund got raw sugai 
the 
refined 
product corresponded iu 


weight exactly with what was given him. 
A nice little pair of scales standing at tht 
door of the secret room showed how this 
marvel was worked. 
Freund simply 


weighed the raw and the refined, and 
knew to au ounce how much he had to 
shoot down to his victims below. 


The factory has five engines, two dyna- 


mos to furniih electric light, rvo boilers, 
two pumps and one large injector. Al 
least one huudred and twenty-five thou- 
sand dollars of the company's mjneywenl 
into falfi factory.

"It would not be proper for me to criti-

detectives stated that they have unearthed 
a new scheme whereby General Hrppolita 
intends t o make President Legitirae pay 
the salaries of both the loyal and insur- 
gent troops. The scheme 11 said to hav« 
been hatched in New York. Some weeks 
ago Minister Preston received B note 
from one of the bank-note companies de- 
clining to make a certain batch ol Hay- 
tian stock and paper carrency. Minister 
Preston had never asked to have this 
work done, and his suspicions were ac- 
cordingly aroused, and detectives were 
put to work. They say that they discov- 
ered that two agents of Hyppolite in New 
York ordered nearly four million dollars 
in bank notes of various denominations, 
to be an ex»ct copy of Haytian bank 
notes, asserting that the money was to be 
made genuine as soon as it reached 
Hayti. 


According to Minister Preston, two 


lar^e bundles of crisp bills are now on 
their way ' to Hyppolite. They wera 
shipped on the Clyde, which sailed Satur- 
day. 
The Minister described the boxes 


of greenbacks as being marked "litho- 
graphs." An examination of the Clyde's 
manifest developed the fact that two 
boxes of lithographs were among her 
cargo. 


A representative of one of the batik- 


note companies stated that certain parties 
had tried to have some Haytian money 
printed by the company, but the company 
declined. It is suspected that the balance 
of the H.W»,000 in paper money ia on the 
Madrid or Carondelet.
